Woman Has Memories of Sharon Estate 


Barn Which Burned 


in Spectacular Blaze

west of Menlo Park, burned to the 
ground in a spectacular fire last 
week. But even so, some will re- 
member it with many happy as- 
sociations. 

To most Menlo Park area resi- 
dents—in fact, all those who have 
moved here since the building’s 
abandonment as a place of habita- 
tion in the 1920’s—the barn was 
rather im- 
personally. 

Some — particularly small boys 
—had ideas about its’supposed use 
during prohibition or “by smug- 
glers.” But they were wrong. 

Among those who know the 
life story of the tank and car- 
Hans 
Sturz whose late husband was, 
for 38 years, pump efgineer for 
the Sharon properties. To her, 
the building which burned on 
the night of May 20 was part of 
the grand pageant of the great 
estate with which her family 
was associated so long. 


. Mrs. Sturz and her husband 


rcame to Menlo Park in 1907, when 


pipelines were first being laid 


from what is now known as the 
Foye tract, at Santa Cruz and Val- 


paraiso avenues, to the 600-acre 
estate to the west. The pipes con- 
tinue to carry water for the estate.

BUILT IN 1910 

About two years later the tank- 
and-carriage house was built, be- 
ing completed about 1910. 

“The Sharons’ carriages were 
kept there for a few years, and 
then came the automobiles,” Mrs. 
Sturz reports. There had been 
grooms and coachmen, living at 
the barn; these were replaced by 
chauffeurs. 

The estate was then under Fred- 
erick W. Sharon, son on Senator 
William Sharon. 

“They had a number of autos,” 

Mrs. Sturz reports, “that were 
sent back and forth from Eng- 
land, In addition, there were 
many guests and these, too, had 
autos and chauffeurs which 
made the barn their headquart- 
ers during stays on the estate.” 

Fire, apparently, always was a 
threat at the Sharon estate. 

Even when the estate was being 
built there was a fire in the base- 
ment of the main house, which 
slowed up construction. 

At the time of its building, there 
was no Sandhill road going by the 
barn’ or the servants’ quarters 
nearby. 

GOOD EMPLOYER 

“Mr. Sharon was very kind to 
his employées,” Mrs. Sturz con- 
tinued. “His Chinese cook had a 
small house on a hilltop near the 
carriage house, and the others 
lived nearby. There was a beauti- 
ful view from where these build- 
ings were located.” 

Still, fire remained a threat. 

Several times during recent 
years, according to County Fire 

Warden Ernest Werder, the 

building was threatened—some- 

times by fires deliberately set, 
other times by grassfires. 

Sheriff Eark Whitmore, in the 
wake of last week’s fire, said arson 
was definitely the cause. There 
were no electric or gas fixtures or 
connections in the building. 

Estate Caretaker is G. B. Rath- 
bun, who first saw the blaze from 
many miles away, as he and his 
wife were driving homeward 
across Dumbarton bridge. The 
couple resides at the estate’s main 
house. about a half mile from the 
building which burned. 

Even so, the main house, too, 
was threatened by flying embers. 

The Sharon estate is currently 
still under part-ownership of the 
family but is administered by the 
Menlo Investment company of 
i San Francisco,

As this column is written on 
| Sunday evenings, I do not know as 
(yet what action was taken at the 
Tuesday council meeting preced- 
ing the publication of this paper 
with regard to the central busi- 
ness district portion of the master 
plan. Some observations may still 
be in order, however. 

The plan as’ presented to us 
by the planning commission is 2 

good one for a shopping center. 
It combines convenience of park- 
ing for shoppers, beauty of lay- | 
out and utility. | 

If f owned all of the land in the 
central business district I would 
adopt this proposal and lay out 
my parking, shops and landscaping 
in accordance with it. 


However, the land is held in 
numerous ownerships, it is being 
used for residential as well as| 
commercial purposes, and there is 
ja great variation in the financial 
resources of its owners. | ts 

The plan as proposed would 

result in some persons giving | 

| up their property for a consider- | 

ation based upon the appraised 
value of the property. 

In a number of cases this would 
E great personal hardship. 


The plan would result in quite 
large assessments against the pro- 
perty. In many cases, perhaps 
most, there would be a willingness 
to assume these heavy assess- 
ments. 


In a great many cases, however, 
property owners would not wish to 
assume the assessments either be- 
cause they are not convinced of 
the desirability or necessity of 
such a plan, or because they fear} 
the plan would not produce en- 
ough additional value and they 
might lose the property in a de- 
pression. 

Finally, we have the individ- | 
uals who believe their property | 
may one day be worth more than 
it is now, either because of gen- 
eral improvement in commercial 
values, or because they hope 
that their residential property 
will ultimately be zoned com- 

mercial. 3 


In short, this amounts to a test} 
as to whether it is possible to re- 
concile the interests of a large 
number of individuals in the de- 
velopment of a modern, convenient | 
shopping center, or whether that’ 
ability must be reserved to those 
who have large tracts of land un- 
der one ownership such as Bohan-! 
nan at Hillsdale, Stanford univers- 
ity, or, on a lesser scale, Linfield 
Oaks.

Begonias a Challenge fo Home Gardener; 


Many Tricks Will Hel 


By TERRY LEE 


If a flower love-bug bites you. 
you had better watch out. You may 
be carefree when you casually say 
to the nurseryman, “. .. and put 
in a few of those plants—what did 
you call them?” : 

But suddenly you have a lovely 
flower, and you want to know all 


about it, try others like it, discuss) and sink 
with everyone who has grown] blooming

Let me warn you about the 
tuberous begonia, for it is one 
of the showiest flowering plants 
there is. But they are not free- 
flowering, they like special care, 
their stems are brittle and snap 


easily. With it all, they are 
worth every minute of extra 
work. 


I treat mine as a special guesl 
with a special spot on the patio or 
garden corner, or even in front of 
the fireplace as bloom begins.j 
They are surprisingly free from 
pests and diseases, requiring only 
water and a little fertilizer after 
the planting bed has been careful- 
ly prepared. Snails or slugs may 
create some difficulty, but are eas- 
ily controlled by commercial bait, 
preferably in pellet form. 
BETTER FLOWERS 

Your original investment is in- 
sured, as the tubers are saved and 
produce even better flowers the 
next year. 

The stem is cut off three inches 
above the soil after the leaves have 
wilted in the fall. The tubers are 
lifted with as much soil as will 
cling to the roots, and kept cool 
and dry until the soil can be shak- 
en off. They are then stored in pa- 
per bags filled with peat moss or 
vermiculite. 

In the spring the tubers will 
sprout, and they should be planted 
in specially prepared beds or pots. 

Begonias are shallow rooting, 
their roots spreading horizontal- 
ly, rather than deeply into the 
soil. 

The soil should contain equal 
parts of garden soil, well-rotted 
manure and leafmold. Heavy soil 
should be improved with the ad- 
lition of peat moss. 

A gallon of pulverized bonemea! 
‘an be added to each bushel of soil 
used. The level of the bed should 
be raised a few inches to permit 
drainage. The tubers should be 4: 
inch deep and 12-18 inches apart. 
LIKE WATER 

Begonias like moisture, both on 
their leaves and roots. During hot 
weather, watering is required ev- 
ery other day, cooler weather, 
twice a week. 

A fine spray should be used on 
the entire plant to create high hu- 
midity—this produces lush growth 
and prevents flower drop. 

Since azaleas like this treatment 
too ,they can be a backdrop for be- 
gonias, Begonia flowers are not 
injured by water. 

Once a month is often enough 
to feed begonias. They seem to 
doe best with fish emulsion. 
Dried sheep manure is also good. 
This can be put on the soil after 
the soil is wet, and will act as a 
mulch as well as a fertilizer. 
Cultivation should not be prac- 
tised, for it will injure the shal- 
low roots. 

Begonias have wide range of co- 
lor and flower size. There are dif- 
ferent habits of growth and an in- 
ereasing variation in flower form. 
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p Toward Better Plants 


They may resemble camellias, 
carnations or roses in form and 
vary in color from pure white to 
yellow to deepest red. 

Tubers grow and bloom in pro- 
portion to their size—one to two- 
inch tubers are excellent. 

Seedlings are. also rewarding 
and produce tubers for next, year.

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Vs. A Pound of Barbequed Steak 


The businessmen - about - town} 
have two different slants on the, 
art of barbequing. 


For Bob Bishopp it’s lots of fun, 
especially if the pit is surrounded | 
py a fair crowd of “kibitzing”’ 
friends. For Ken Friedman it’s 
a sort of art, and his experience is} 
based on cooking quantities with 
savoir faire. 

A portable barbeque brazier is 
Bob Bishopp’s choice — the kind 
that could be moved onto the ter- 
race for an unusually sunny Jan- 
uary ‘feed’; also, our “amateur” 
(that’s what he calls himself) sug-} 
gests something new in barbequ-| 
ing equipment, a wheelbarrow 
with adjoining grate which can} 


double as a barbeque pit (filled| 
with sand and embers) or as al 
wheelbarrow. | 
OLD, GUD PROCESS 

Barbequing, according to Bob,} 


is an old, old way of cooking} 
things. For instance, the tradition- 
al western way of doing it was to 
dig a pit, perhaps 6 feet wide, 12} 
feet long and 3 feet deep. 

Then to line the hole with rocks, 
fill with oak and/or hickory and 
to burn a fire down there for 24 
hours or more. 

For the crowd to be fed, spare- 
ribs or steaks weren’t dabbled 
with. Instead, cooks took a side of 
beef or a whole hog, wrapped it in 
sacking soaked in water and salt, 
took out the large pieces of wood, 
and laid the meat in, covering it all 
with dirt. 

After 24 hours more of cooking, 
the meat was removed, and usually 
served along with kidney beans 
and salad greens. It is said that 
this kind of cookery still exists in 
the wilder, woolier (or at least 
more spacious for digging) parts.

The husks are peeled back, mar-

er the kernels, and the leaves pull- 
|ed forward again and tied in place. 

The ears are left in a tub of wa- 
ter for 4 or 5 hours, so that the 
husk becomes saturated. After 
that, they're ready to lay on top of! 
the grill, where they should be 
; rolled until the outside leaves are
